Snowball Completely Destroyed by 


a Fire That Came Upon It Suddenly. 


Duluth, S*i>t. 8.- The Mesaba ranm« 
1s again 
with the tire hor­ 
ro r which swept »way Chisholm and 
■wiped otu thousands of acres of sta n d ­ 
ing timber. 
After a day of quiet, tit»' 
flames which died down Sunday, won- 
fanned into ranewed fury again and 
are 
sweeping 
on 
toward 
Hibbing, 
Buhl and Nashwnuk from the south. 
The town of Snowball. 100 inhald- 
tanta, was completely destroyed by a 
fire that came upon it suddenly. 
The 
people had no opportunity to fight the 
flames and fled in te iro r to the near­ 
est locations. 
Snowball i flp nit two 
miles from Nnshwaitk. 
Rrookljn. a small suburb of llib- 
bing. is threatened 
by fire, and 
if 
this portion of the town caU hes, the 
rest is doomed. 
Hit hi and Nasbwi.uk, 
which wer*» threatened with destruc­ 
tion Saturday, ¡»re ¿main in danger 
and the flames ¡»re n «oping slowly to­ 
ward them. 
Ti»e citizens are fighting 
the onrushitt-i flam \s desperately. 
Aurora is entirely surrounded by 
forest fires and th<* citizens are fi fif­ 
ing the flam« s. 
T h e town is believed 
to be safe unless a strong wind should 
«rise. 
Mitchell, a small town about one 
pntle southeast of Hibbing, was th reat­ 
ened with destruction all day and w i- 
Ftved only by heroic efforts of the in­ 
h a b i ta n t ami the employes of t in - Du­ 
luth, Me-iii.i and N orthern railway, 
whoso roundhouse is situated there. 
Several hundred men are sip! guard­ 
ing the place 
T he pine tim ber w h h h 
surrounds Mitchell has been almost 
entirely consumed.

Small 
fires are 
blazing north 
of Virginia, but th;.r 
town Is not endangered. 
Hibbing 
people are w atching the 
progress of the fire to the south with 
anxious ©yes. 
They are conscious of 
the fact that if the little suburb of 
Brooklyn burns, their own city, the 
metropolis of the range, will also go 
*}> In smoke. 
Brooklyn is about a 
half a mile south of the residence sec­ 
tion ot the city. 
A Great N orthern 
railway spur from Brooklyn to Kelly*® 
lake is the only barrier to the flames 
that are raginu on the outskirts of 
the suburb 
If the fiery wall jum ps 
this track and 
is 
fanned 
into the 
houses of Brooklyn 
nothing but a 
delug© of rain can save the big town 
of Hibbing just beyond. 
W eather rcpdfts ar«* discouraging in 
the m atte r of prospective rainfall. No 
promise of rain could be made by the 
local 
forecaster. 
W ithout 
rain 
the 
forest 
fires, 
which 
are 
increasing 
throughout the northern part of the 
state, will continue to spread and will 
menace 
millions 
of 
dollars’ 
worth 
of standing Umber and scores of small 
towns, settlem ents and 
farm s scat­ 
tered throughout the tim ber district. 


Fire Area N o w Is Larger. 


Reports from the range district state 
that the fire menace is almost as great 
as 
Saturday 
when 
the 
flames 
de­ 
stroyed Chisholm. 
The fire area Is 
larger and most 
of the towns are 
completely 
surrounded. 
Should 
a 
strong wind from any direction spring 
up before rain comes, untold damage 
will be caused. 
Fire raged fiercely all day in the old 
mill site location on the opposite side 
of Longyear lake at Chisholm. 
The 
mill had not been used for some time 
end several feet of sawdust and pine 
slabs had accumulated there. 
After 
hours of hard work, which was parti 
cipaied in by practically the entire 
relief party on the grounds of the 
rin r‘, 'l city, the flames were checked. 
Pum ps from the Shenango mine were 
pressed into service. 
Peter 
M cCarthy 
of 
Hibbing 
em ­ 
ployed a force of fifty men to fight a 
fierce fire west of town, which was 
threatening 3.000 cords of wood be­ 
longing to him. which was saved. 
John M cHale lost 
1,000 cords of 
Waod in tba Saturday fire but saved 


another plic of e q u a r size a fter siren 
|iou r efforts. 
It was persistently rumored that a 
man had been shot during the chls 
¡holm 
fire 
for 
looting 
the 
burning 
structures. 
The police and the Chi 
holm authorities deny any knowledge 
of the affair. 
W itnesses of the fire 
Isay that a man supposed to tie a 
'Montenegrin m inor put off on l.ong- 
jyear lake in a b >nt filled with plunder 
and that a num ber of citizen guard* 
which had ueen hastily organized and 
r.rmed to prevent looting, ordered him 


to stop. 
They fired several shots into 
the air to stop the man, 1t is claimed, 
but when he persisted in rowing away 
from shore one of the citizens took 
h rifle and shot him. 
The boat was 
left 
to drift on the lake, freighted 
with the corpse .if the ghoul, and 
those who gave credence to the story 
believf the 
and its contents were 
consumed by the flames that wrapped 
the shore of the lake during the even 
Ir.g. 
The militia arrested eleven more 
looters, m aking a total of !»0 who an* 
in custody of the police. 
They will 
be hound Ofer to the grand Jury. 
In a shack at the Shenango mine 
location n ear the ruined city of O ils 
holm, several wagon loads of plunder 
from the town were found by the mi­ 
litia. 
Most of the goods consisted of 
trunks that had been carried out of 
ihe residences hastily by the te rro r- 
Stricken inhabitants when 
the 
first 
alarm of tire spread over the place. 
T his 
p roperty 
was all abandoned 
fn the flight and the looters quickly 
availed them elves of the confusion 
to cart it away.

Armed Man Caught Near the 


Roosevelt Home. 


CLAIMED HE WAS AN OFFICER 


BILLY PAPKE WINS 
BLOODY BATTLE 


Illinois Pugilist Knocks Oct 


Stanley Ketctiell. 


TiOs Angeles, Cal., Sept. R.—Stanley 
Ketchel <>t Michigan, former middle­ 
weight champion of the world, was 
knocked out in the twelfth round at 
Jeffries’ Vernon arena by Billy Papke 
of Illinois, who is now middleweight 
champion of the world. 
Tt was a case of tlie Illinois ‘‘T hun­ 
derbolt’’ against a Michigan “ killer,” 
and the thunderbolt won. 
Both men entered the ring in ap 
parent perfect condition and neither 
had ever been knocked out. 
Keichel 
had a division over Papke in a p re­ 
vious ten-round bout. 
Both men are as dean-looking prize 
fighters as anyone S ees, but the bout 
ended as one of the bloodiest in ring 
history. 
W hen Ketch el entered tbe ring he 
wore the air of an undefeated con­ 
queror and was plainly the great favo­ 
rite of th e crowd, which had been bet 
ting on him at 2 to 1. 
When Papke 
entered be walked blithely to Ketch 
el’8 corner and greeted him with a 
handshake and a cordial smile, but 
when .Tames J. .leffiries 
the referee, 
called time and Ketchel w aited to 
the center, extending his hand for the 
shake, Papke ignored the hand and 
sailed into the Michigan man with the 
fierce impetuosity which entitled him 
to be called “the thunderbolt.” 
The 
fight was practically over a minute 
and tw enty seconds after the gong 
sounded. 
From that time on it was 
merely a question as to how long 
Keichel would last. 
Papke tore Jut< 
Ketchel with such fury that the unde 
feated champion was simply lifted off 
his feet four Times within the next 
minute. 
Papke knocked Ketchel 
to 
the mat for the cotr»t and from his 
first knockdown Ketchel never really 
recovered his form. 
He was a defeat­ 
ed man, .lazed, bleeding, staggering 
from tw enty blows in the face, and yet 
he came back and stayed with a ter­ 
rible determ ination, find for at least. 
1hree rounds held his own with the 
victorious challenger. 
When Ketchel was finally knocked 
out, after having been saved by the 
gong several tim es after being knocked 
through the ropes, Papke was almost 
as strong as w hen he entered the ring. 
W hen 
Ketchel 
was 
carried 
to 
his 
dressing room after the final blow, 
both eyes were swollen 
into great 
black 
puffs 
and 
completely 
closed. 
His lips were out and swollen to sev­ 
eral times their normal size.

n en who ha i been terrorizing Boston. 
Coughlin walk**«! the thr<■<* miles from 
the station to Sagam ore Hill. 
One of the rules for visit«,rs at Saga­ 
more Hill is that no one shall «orne 
on foot, so when Seer u Service Agent 
A«lams caught slaht of Coughlin he 
guessed that 
som ething was wrong. 
In 
response 
to 
the secret 
service 
m an’s «lemand as 
to his business, 
Coughlin produced bis card and ex­ 
plained in the moat casual way that 
be had come to confer with Presi 
dent Roosevelt concerning vhe recent 
outrages by yeggmen in Boston and 
to lea«l back such troops as ilie presi­ 
dent thought it fit to order out. 
T he secret service man tried to ex­ 
plain that the president was not see­ 
ing visitor- at Hi** moment, hoping t«> 
get him quietly out of the grounds. 
Coughlin hesitated a moment an«l then 
slid his hand toward the back pocket 
of his trousers. 
Adams grappled with 
his 
man 
without 
further 
parley. 
Coughlin struggled for a moment, but 
Adams had no difficulty In holding him 
until Agent Jam es Sloan, Jr., came to 
his assistauce. 
Sloan 
searched 
the 
prisoner and found in his hip pocket 
a 32-caliber revolver of the “bull dog” 
type 
T he weapon was not loaded. 
Tin* slight struggle near the tennis 
court ha«l not been observed at the 
ho m e and 
the secret 
service men 
without alarm ing the president’s* fam­ 
ily called on e of the government auto 
mobiles and carried Couuhlln down 
to tbe O yster Bay town ball, w here he 
w as arraigned on a charge of carrying 
concealed weapons and committed to 
tbe county jail at 
Mineóla. 
During 
his detention at the county jail Cough­ 
lin will be exam ined as to his sanity.

FOUR PERSONS PERISH. 


T hr ee Men and a W o m a n Burned to 
Death in Fire of Incendiary Origin. 
New York, Sept. 8.— Four person;, 
believed to have been m em bers of a 
group of employes working overtime, 
were biTrned to death in a fire, sup 
posedly incendiary, which destroyed 
a seven-story factory building on W a­ 
ter street. 
The 
bodies, burned 
be 
yond recognition, were found aft«*r the 
fire had been extinguished. 
T hree of 
the victims w ere men and the fourth 
tt woman. 
None lu»s been identified. 
Incident to the fire were rescues of 
nearly a score of workefs who were 
removed from the fifth floor by means 
of ladders after the flames had cut off 
their escape and the collapse of the 
sixth 
floor, 
carrying 
with 
it. 
and 
slightly injuring two firemen. 
The financial loss is about $100,000.

Within an hour after 
his arrival in the city, the Democratic 
candidate for president, standing on 
the balcony of the Auditorium hotel, 
rec e h e d the plaudi t of thousands of 
toilers as they marched

m onster labor parade. 
T he air was 
rent with cheers and the enthusin m 
Was unbounded. 
Not Infrequently the 
m archers halted before the presiden 
tlal camlidate. doffed their caps and 
ph\o three cheers "for our next pres-

understanding of law, labor and capi­ 
tal, and the applause given by the large 
crowd proved conclusively th a t his ar- 
gunients wrent home to the heads and 1 
hearts of his hearers. 
He said in p art: 
“ I am not unmindful of the signifi­ 
cance of this day and of its importance 
to the laboring people of this country; 
and I assure you th a t I keenly appre­ 
ciate the privilege and the honor of 
participating with you in its proper 
observance, 
and, 
my friends, 
I am 
especially gratified a t your kind invi­ 
tation to address you t«i>day because of 
the official position which it is my honor 
to hold and because of the assurance 
which your invitation to me silently 
gives th a t you welcome a discussion of 
the questions th a t are upperm ost in 
your minds, by one who is not a m em ­ 
ber of any labor organization. 
“ While it has always been my lot to 
be a la b o re r- first on the farm and in 
various capacities as a manual w orker 
and later in my profession 
my occupa­ 
tion has never been such as fro bring 
me into close association with union la­ 
bor. 
My knowledge, 
therefore, 
of 
labor organizations—their history, their 
objects and their attainm ents 
has been 
acquired by observation 
and study, 
ra th e r than by personal experience. 
"A m erica is a nation of workers. Our 
mines, soil forests and w aterw ays have 
been developed to a degree th at elicits 
wTonder; our m anufacturing and busi­ 
ness enterprises have amazed commer­ 
cial nations already alarmed by the ra- 
1 pid expansion of our foreign trade; our 
professional genius has attracted world 
wide admiration; the American artisan 
has surpassed those of every 
other 
country oy attaining the highest stan d­ 
ard of'skill— and all because we are a 
nation of ambitious, determined, intell­ 
igent workers. 
" B u t our contemplation of the ex ­ 
pansive field of labor and of its impor­ 
tance as a factor in the development 
of this g re a t nation is unsatisfactory 
and is not complete until we take into 
consideration and stop to comprehend 
the prom inent part taken by organized 
labor, a t least in recent y e a rs." 
The speaker then traced the history 
of organized labor, from its birth in 
1741 to the present day of universal 
organization. 
He then enum erated the 
many benefits th a t have sprung from 
organization, such as shorter hours, in­ 
creased wages, better sanitary condi­ 
tions of mills, factories, etc. 
Concerning the rights of organized 
labor, he said: 
" I t is now well settled in this country 
and in England, th a t a person has the 
right to work for or with whom he 
pleases; th a t he may refuse to work for 
or with whom he pleases; th a t he may 
refuse to work for or deal with any 
man or class of men, as he sees fit; and 
th a t w hat he may legally do alone, 
he 
may combine with others to do. 
"L egislatures, as well as the courts, 
now recognize the rig h t of laboring 
people to organize for the purpose of 
promoting their common welfare, ele­ 
vating their standard of skill, advancing 
and maintaining their wages, fixing the 
hours of labor and the ra te of wages, 
t and to do and refrain from doing many 
things th a t combine to enlarge and 
make more enjoyable the sphere of the 
working man, and I have no doubt, my 
friends, th a t many of these enactm ents 
have been brought about by the efforts 
of laboring men through their organi­ 
zations. ’*

The act of May 80, UmiS, “granting 
to certain employees of the United 
States the right to receive from it com­ 
pensation for Injuries sustained in Hie 
course of their employment," which 
came Into effect on Aug. I, is u meas­ 
ure of great importance In the domain 
of labor legislation. 
Under previous laws compensation 
In case of injury is paid to employees 
lu the railway mail service and in the 
life saving service. Tho new law ap 
plies to persons employed by the gov 
eminent as artisans or laborers in the 
following 
services: 
Arsenals, 
navy 
yards, river and harbor construction, 
fortification 
construction, 
hazardous 
employment In the reclamation service 
—namely, in construction and in con 
trol and management <>f works; bas 
anions employment under the isthmian 
canal commission and in government 
manufacturing establishments. 
According to a rough estimate made 
by the department of commerce and 
!al>or, about 
75,<nm) government em ­ 
ployees come within the provisions of 
the law. 
Compensation xxiii be pa hi 
under this act only for such injuries 
to an employee as occur in the course 
jf his employment aud cause Inability 
to pursue his employment for more 
than fifteen days, says tin* New’ York 
I’ost. Compensation xxiii not be paid 
lf the injury is due to the negligence or 
misconduct of the employee. The act 
applies only to injuries received OU or 
after Aug. I. 
Compensation consists of a continu­ 
ance during tin* period of disability, 
hut not over one year, of the same pay 
which tin* et up lo., ce was receiving at 
the time of Hit* injury, lf the employee 
is killed by the accident or dies from 
the results of the Injury received aud 
leaves a widow or children under six 
teen years of age or dependent parents, 
the same amount of compensation is 
paid to fliest* relatives until the octuple 
Hon of the twelve months’ jterlod.

brooklyn, a small suburb of H ib­ 
bing, is threatened 
by fire, and if 
th is portion of the town catches, the 
rest is doomed. 
Buhl and Nashwauk, 
which wer^ threatened with destruc­ 
tion Saturday, are again in danger 
and the flames are creeping slowly to­ 
ward them. 
T he citizens are fighting 
th e onrushing Aam is desperately. 
Aurora is entirely surrounded by 
forest fires and the citizens are fight­ 
ing the flames. 
T he town is believed 
to be safe unless a strong wind should 
larlse. 
Mitchell, a small town about one 
mile southeast of Hibbing, was th reat­ 
ened with destruction all day and was 
paved only by heroic efforts of the in­ 
h a b i ta n t arid the employes of tile Du­ 
luth, Mesaba aud Northern railway, 
whose roundhouse is situated there. 
Several hundred men are still guard­ 
ing the place. 
T he pine timber which 
surrounds Mitchell has been almost 
entirely consumed. 


C o ntinu ous Line of Fire. 


Between N ashwauk and Hibbing, a 
region twenty-two miles long, the for­ 
ests arc one continuous line of flames. 
From Hibbing it is an appalling sight 
end big clouds of smoke have been 
pouring over the threatened city all 
day, hilling the sun as though the sky 
Was overcast w ith rainclouds. 
Northwest of Hibbing the flames 
have spread over a wide area of cut­ 
over lim ber and the burning district 
is increasing rapidly. 
Between Chis­ 
holm and Buhl, a distance of eight 
miles, there are m any sm all fires, 
which threaten hourly to be fanned 
Into conflagrations. 
Small 
fires are 
blazing north of Virginia, but that 
toT\n is not endangered. 
Hibbing people are watching the 
progress of the fire to the south with 
anxious eyes. 
They are conscious of 
the fact that if the little suburb of 
Brooklyn burns, their own city, the 
metropolis of the range, will also go 
tip in smoke. 
Brooklyn is about a 
half a mile south of the residence sec­ 
tion of Hic city. 
A Great N orthern 
railway spur from Brooklyn to Kelly’s 
lake is the only b arrier to the flames 
that, are raging on the outskirts of 
the suburbs. 
If the fiery wall jum ps 
this track and 
is 
fanned 
into the 
houses of Brooklyn 
nothing but a 
deluge of rain can save the big town 
of Hibbing inst beyond. 
W eather reports are discouraging in 
the m atter of prospective rainfall. No 
promise of rain could be made by the 
local 
forecaster. 
W ithout 
rain 
the 
forest 
fires, 
which 
are 
increasing 
throughout the northern part of the 
state, will continue to spread and will 
m enace 
millions 
of 
dollars* 
ivorth 
cd standing tim ber and scores of small 
towns, settlem ents and

BILLY PAPKE WINS 
BLOODY BATTLE 


Illinois Pugilist Knocks Out 
Stanley Ketches 


Los Angeles, Cal., Sept. 8.— Stanley 
Ketchel of Michigan, form er middle- j 
weight champion of the world, was 
knocked out in the tw elfth round at 
Jeffries’ Vernon arena by Billy Papke 
of Illinois, who is now middleweight 
champion of the world. 
Tt was a case of the Illinois “T hun­ 
derbolt” against a Michigan “killer,” 
and the thunderbolt won. 
Both men entered the ring in ap­ 
parent perfect condition and neither 
had ever been knocked out. 
Ketchel 
had a dicision over Papke in a pre- j 
vlous ten-round bout. 
Both men are as clean-looking prize­ 
fighters as anyone sees, hut the bout 
ended as one of the bloodiest in ring j 
history. 
W hen Ketchel entered the ring he 
wore the air of an undefeated con­ 
queror and was plainly the great favo­ 
rite of the crowd, which had been bet­ 
ting on him at 2 to I. 
W hen Papke 
entered he walked blithely to K etch­ 
e s corner and greeted him with a 
handshake and a cordial smile, but 
when Jam es J. Jeffiries. the referee, 
called time and Ketchel walked to 
the center, extending his hand for the 
shake, Papke ignored the hand and 
sailed into the Michigan man with the 
fierce impetuosity which entitled him 
to be called “the thunderbolt.” 
The 
fight was practically over a minute 
and tw enty seconds after the gong 
sounded. 
From that time on it was 
merely a question as to how long 
Ketchel would last. 
Papke tor** intc 
Ketchel with such fury that the unde­ 
feated champion was simply lifted off 
his feet four lim es within the next 
minute. 
Papke knocked 
Ketchel to 1 
the mat for the co int and from his 
first knockdown Ketchel never really ! 
recovered his form. 
He was a defeat - • 
ed man, dazed, bleeding, staggering j 
from tw enty blows in the face, and yet 
he came back and stayed with a ter- ’ 
rible determination, and for at least. | 
three rounds held his own with the 
victorious challenger. 
W hen Ketchel was finally knocked 
out, after having been saved by the 
gong several times after being knocked 
through the ropes, Papke was almost 
as strong as when he entered the ring. 
W hen

was carried 
to his 
dressing room after the final blow, 
both eyes were swollen Into great 
black 
puffs 
and 
completely closed. 
H is lips were cut and swollen to sev­ 
eral times their norm al size.

Coughlin struggled for a m om ent, but 
Adams had no difficulty in holding him 
until Agent Jam es Sloan, Jr., cam e lo 
his assistance.

a 32-08111)01' revolver of the “hull dog” 
type. 
The weapon wTas not loaded. 
The slight struggle near the tennis 
court had not been observed at the 
house and the secret 
service men

ily called one of the governm ent auto­ 
mobiles and carried Coughlin down 
to the Oyster Bay town hall, w here he 
was arraigned on a charge of carrying 
concealed weapons and committed to 
the county jail at Mineola.

College Clothes 


Labor Day was duly celebrated in 
this city yesterday, the excellent weath­ 
er adding much to march, music and 
exercises generally, and the immense 
crowds on street curb and corner, of 
men women and children, lent an at­ 
tractiveness that made it doubly inter­ 
esting. 
The column was formed for the par­ 
ade on Third and Kindred streets at 9 
o’clock a. rn., proceeded west to King­ 
wood, thence west on Kingwood to 
Broadway, south 
on 
Broadway ito 
Laurel, west on Laurel to Sixth, north 
on 
Sixth to 
Kingwood, where.the 
speakers’ stand had been placed for 
the orators to address the crowd. 
The crowd in the line of march was 
not as large as in former years for 
some reason or other, many being of 
the impression that prizes which had 
been offered in previous years had had 
much to do in swelling the numbers, 
but not being in the arrangements this 
year had depleted the ranks which was 
in evidence 
yesterday. 
Those who 
were in the parade, however, made a 
fine and imposing 
appearance. 
The 
two hundred who were in the march 
were composed of machinists, moulders 
and helpers, with a beautifully decor­ 
ated float drawn by four horses con­ 
taining about 40 merry maidens carry­ 
ing the banner of the Iron Moulders 
I Union. This with a small float adver­ 
tising Brainerd’s new milling industry, 
“ Roman Flour,” constituted the par­ 
ade. 
The Brainerd Juvenile band led 
the parade playing some very fine 
march music. 
The addresses of the day were of 
high order, and as expected, made quite 
a contrast. 
After a fewr preliminary 
remarks, the chairman, R. A. Henning, 
introduced the first speaker, Judge C. 
W. Stanton, of Bemidji, who 
in fine 
voice delivered a most judicial address 
showing much thought and an excellent 
i understanding of law, labor and capi­ 
tal, and the applause given by the large 
crowd proved conclusively that his ar- 
j guments went home to the heads and 
hearts of his hearers. 
He said in part: 
“ I am not unmindful of the signifi- 
! canoe of this day and of its importance 
to the laboring people of this country; 
and I assure you that I keenly appre­ 
ciate the privilege and the honor of 
participating with you in its proper 
observance, and, my friends, I am 
especially gratified at your kind invi­ 
tation to address you today because of 
the official position which it is my honor 
to hold and because of the assurance 
which your invitation to me silently 
gives tnat you welcome a discussion of 
the questions that are uppermost in 
your minds, by one who is not a mem­ 
ber of any labor organization. 
“ While it has always been my lot to 
be a laboror- first on the farm and in 
various capacities as a manual worker 
and later in my profession—my occupa­ 
tion has never been such as to bring 
me into close association with union la­ 
bor. 
My knowledge, therefore, 
of 
labor organizations—their history, their 
objects and their attainm ents—has been 
acquired by observation and study, 
rather than by personal experience. 
“ America is a nation of workers. Our 
mines, soil forests and waterways have 
been developed to a degree that elicits 
wonder; our manufacturing and busi­ 
ness enterprises have amazed commer­ 
cial nations already alarmed by the ra­ 
pid expansion of our foreign trade; our 
professional genius has attracted world 
j wide admiration; the American artisan 
1 has surpassed those of every other 
j country by attaining the highest stand­ 
ard of skill—and all because we are a 
I nation of ambitious, determined, intell- 
1 igent workers. 
“ But our contemplation of the ex­ 
pansive field of labor and of its impor­ 
tance as a factor in the development 
of this great nation is unsatisfactory 
and is not complete until we take into 
consideration and stop to comprehend 
the prominent part taken by organized 
I labor, at least in recent years.” 
The speaker then traced the history 
of organized labor, from its birth in 
1741 to the present day of universal 
organization. 
He then enumerated the 
many benefits that have sprung from 
organization, such as shorter hours, in­ 
creased wages, better sanitary condi­ 
tions of mills, factories, etc. 
Concerning the rights of organized 
labor, he said: 
“ It is now well settled in this country 
j and in England, that a person has the 
right to work for or with whom he 
pleases; that he may refuse to work for 
or with whom he pleases; that he may 
refuse to work for or deal with any 
man or class of men, as he sees fit; and 
1 that what he may legally do alone, he 
may combine with others to do. 
“ Legislatures, as well as the courts, 
now recognize the right of laboring 
people to organize for the purpose of 
promoting their common welfare, ele- 
1 vating their standard of skill, advancing 
and maintaining their wages, fixing the 
hours of labor and the rate of wages, 
and to do and refrain from doing many 
things that combine to enlarge and 
make more enjoyable the sphere of the 
working man, and I have no doubt, my 
friends, that many of these enactments 
have been brought about by the efforts 
of laboring men through their organi­ 
zations. ’*

After Judge Stanton’s address, the | 
chairman introduced Morris Kaplan, of j 
Duluth, a business man, who gave a I 
very fluent address, covering a large I 
area of thought, showing the interde- J 
pendence of the various departments of 
labor’s world, the various points of 
statutory and constitutional law, where­ 
in, in his judgment, the sense of judg­ 
ment miscarried, and an earnest plea 
for the sacred rights of labor and the 
cause of much poverty in the world. 
The audience listened very attentively 
to his message, and it elicited applause, 
Mr. Kaplan said in part: 
“ Government is an institution organ­ 
ized by the property possesors to de­ 
fend, protect and 
perpetuate their 
ownership. 
To repel 
invasion from 
without and guard against insurrection 
from within the state or nation. 
It is 
the exclusive instrument of the have’s 
as against the have-nots. 
Government 
never yet has functioned for any other 
purpose than as the tool of property in­ 
terests. 
No man under the law can he 
deprived of his property rights and 
every man under the law has the right 
of demanding from the state, th at has 
property intereststo be protected against 
any danger that he has or fear may result 
from any conflict between capitalists 
and laborers. 
Under the law every 
man has a right to be a small store­ 
keeper or a corporation magnate worth 
millions and to expect protection by the 
state to his legal holdings. The proper­ 
ty owner is the only tax payer in the 
community. 
Taxes are 
levied upon 
property, and not upon men. The ob­ 
ject of taxation is to maintain a ma­ 
chine (State) to control affairs that 
bear upon property relationship. Jails 
are intended to house property right 
violators. 
Lawyers have been evolved 
as an essential requisite to the system. 
Ninety per cent OI criminality is result­ 
ant from difference over questions of 
property.

“ Turn whichsoever way you will, the 
real facts stare you in the face; you 
cannot get away from them. 
Do you 
want to rid yourselves of injunction 
processes, of child labor, of women 
competing with you for jobs? Then 
you must change the fundumental law 
of the land. 
Do you want to furnish 
work for the unemployed? Do you 
want to reduce the hours of employ­ 
ment? Do you want to eliminate the 
uncertainty and anxiety of the morrow? 
Do you want to be sure of being able 
to provide food, clothing and 
a home 
for your dependents? There is just one 
remedy, only one. 
That remedy implies 
and anticipates the Collective Owner­ 
ship by all the people, of the lands, 
mines, mills, factories, railroads, tele­ 
graphs, and every other social utility in 
the nation.”

The act of May 30, 1908, "granting 
to certain 
em ployees of the United 
States the right to receive from it co m ­ 
pensation for Injuries sustained in the 
j course of their em ploym ent,” 
which 
cam e into effect on Aug. I, is a m eas­ 
ure of great importance in the domain 
of labor legislation. 
Under previous 
law s com pensation 
In case of injury is paid to em ployees 
In the railway mail service and in the 
life savin g service. The new law ap 
plieu to persons employed by the gov­ 
ernment as artisans or laborers in the 
follow ing 
services: 
Arsenals, 
navy 
yards, river and harbor construction, 
fortification 
construction, 
hazardous 
em ploym ent in the reclamation service 
—namely, in construction and in con 
trol and m anagem ent of works; haz 
ardous em ploym ent under the isthmian 
canal com m ission and in government 
m anufacturing establishm ents. 
According to a rough estim ate made 
by the departm ent of com m erce and 
labor, 
about 
75,000 governm ent em ­ 
ployees com e within the provisions of 
the law. 
Compensation will be paid 
under this act only for such injuries 
to an em ployee as occur in the course 
jf his em ploym ent aud cause inability 
to pursue Ills em ploym ent for more 
than fifteen days, says the New’ York 
Post. 
Compensation will not be paid 
lf the injury is due to the negligence or 
m isconduct of the employee. The act 
applies only to injuries received on or 
after Aug. I. 
C om pensation consists of a c ontinu­ 
ance d u r in g the period of disability, 
but not over one year, of the s a m e pay 
which th e em ployee w as receiving at 
th e tim e of the injury. If the employee 
is killed by th e accident or dies from 
the results of th e injury received and 
leaves a widow or children under six ­ 
teen y e a rs of age or dep e n d en t parents, 
the s a m e a m o u n t of com pensation Is 
paid to those relatives until the com ple­ 
tion of th e tw elve months* period. 
T h e adm inistra tion of the act is in­ 
trusted to the secretary of com m erce 
an d labor. 
All questions of negligence 
or m isconduct a ct* to be determ ined by 
him, an d in case of d ea th from injury 
the distrib utio n of Hit* compensation 
a m o n g d epe ndent 
relatives 
m ust be 
m a d e according to his orders. 
No com pensation will I*** paid either 
for injury or for d e a th unless applica­ 
tion for it is made.
